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Regional  Round  Up 

Has  there  been  any  recent  prog- 
ress towards  obtaining  regional 
depository  library  service  for  all  50 
states?  Happily,  the  answer  is, 
"Yes!"  But,  progress  has  been  slow 
since  our  last  article  on  the  subject 
(HIGHLIGHTS  #18).  Georgia  and 
Hawaii  have  joined  the  growing 
ranks  of  states  with  regional  depos- 
itory service.  So  we  extend  a  hearty 
welcome  to  the  Universities  of 
Georgia  and  Hawaii,  both  depositor- 
Jfis  since  1907.  This  brings  the  num- 
of  states  with  regionals  to  40, 
and  the  number  of  states  served  by 
regionals  to  42. 

What  does  it  take  to  become  a  re- 
gional? To  begin  with,  the  library 
must  already  be  a  depository.  An 
easier  transition  from  selective  to 
regional  can  be  made  if  the  current 
selection  is  90%  or  more.  This 
means  that  the  increase  to  100% 
will  be  relatively  easy  to  absorb.  It 
is  also  a  help,  although  by  no  means 
a  necessity,  if  the  candidate  for  re- 
gional has  been  a  depository  for 
some  time.  This  is  because  one  of 
the  functions  of  a  regional  is  to  pro- 
vide backup  service  to  selective  de- 
positories, drawing  upon  a  retro- 
spective collection,  and  an  older  de- 
pository is  more  likely  to  have  such 
documents. 

Are  there  any  advantages  accru- 
ing to  the  depository  which  under- 
takes the  responsibilities  of  being 
a  regional?  Surprisingly,  there  are 
me  outstanding  benefits.  Besides 
e  obvious  contribution  to  improv- 
ing library  service  throughout  one's 
own  state,  the  regional  itself  be- 
comes capable  of  rendering  more 
complete  service  to  its  users.  A 


large  library  with  considerable  clien- 
tel,  or  great  research  activity,  is 
assured  of  receiving  everything 
provided  to  the  depository  library 
program.  That  includes  items  in 
short  supply,  for  example  a  12  vol- 
ume edition  of  a  work  on  the  geology 
of  the  Moon,  of  which  the  Govern- 
ment Printing  Office  can  only  obtain 
100  sets.  The  regionals  will  get 
these  sets  and  will  probably  be  the 
only  source  within  the  state  that  will 
have  them.  Every  effort  is  made  by 
the  Library  and  Statutory  Distrib- 
ution Service  to  assure  regionals 
receiving  copies  of  every  publica- 
tion in  the  program. 

Another  major  advantage  lies  in 
the  area  of  collections  building. 
Since  the  regional  receives  the  dis- 
card lists  from  the  selective  depos- 
itories within  the  state,  it  has  the 
very  first  opportunity  to  select  from 
the  materials  being  offered.  This  can 
provide  an  invaluable  opportunity 
to  round  out  a  regional's  collections. 
Indeed,  both  this  advantage  and  the 


preceding  one  have  prompted  some 
selective  depositories  to  become 
the  second  regional  within  a  state 
(since  the  law  provides  there  can 
be  two). 

Regionals  are  still  needed  to 
serve  8  rtates.  We  look  forward  to 
announcing  the  good  news  of  re- 
gionals for:  Alaska,  Arkansas,  Dela- 
ware, Missouri,  Rhode  Island,  South 
Carolina,  South  Dakota,  and  Ten- 
nessee.

Q.  Under  recent  legislation  mak- 
ing duly  accredited  law  schools 
with  law  school  libraries  eligible  for 
depository  status  (Public  Law  95- 
261),  an  important  question  arises 
regardijig  law  school  libraries  al- 
ready holding  Congressional  or  Sen- 
atorial depository  designation.  Do 
the  previously  designated  law  li- 
braries automatically  come  under 
the  new  legislation  and  thereby  re- 
lease district  vacancies  for  possible 
use  by  non-depository  libraries 
within  the  state? 

A.  Regrettably,  such  a  process  is 
not  automatic.  Those  law  school  li- 
braries already  holding  depository 
designation  at  the  time  of  the  new 
legislation  can  come  under  it  only 
at  their  own  request.  For  the  law 
school  library  making  such  a  re- 
quest, there  will  be  no  perceptible 
change  in  their  ongoing  depository 
program.  What  will  occur,  however. 


is  of  great  significance  to  the  people 
of  the  state  concerned.  A  district 
vacancy  will  be  released  and  the  way 
opened  for  a  new  depository.  Many 
non-depository  libraries  have  hoped 
and  waited  years  for  just  such  an  op- 
portunity. Previously  designated  law 
school  libraries  have  a  chance  to 
perform  a  fine  public  service  during 
1979  by  requesting  to  come  under 
the  new  legislation.  Public  Law  95- 
261.  Such  a  request  should  be  sent 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Doc' 
ments,  and  be  accompanied  by  a 
supporting  statement  of  accredita- 
tion from  the  accreditating  organi- 
zation.
